The program preceding a monster 
mass meeting, including a review at 
the state bouse by Governor Walsh 
and the presentation .by Miss Helen 
Keller to the governor, of a letter 
written by Miss Keller, commending 
him for his stand on suffrage.

AT ILLINOIS TOWN 


Great Throng Admitted to 
Stockade 


at Myrphysboro (to Witness Death 


of Joe Deberry.

Murphysboro, 111., Oct. 16.—Joe De- 


berry, a negro, was hanged at 9:30 
o'clock this morning for the murder 
of Mrs. J. H. Martin. A great crowd 
of outsiders thronged the town, and 
2,000 persons were within the stock- 
ade to witness the execution. Thou- 
sands more were in the street. 


To make the presence of so many 
spectators legal, all who had the per- 
mission of the sheriff to attend the 
execution, had been commissioned as 
special deputies. 
t 


History of Crime. 
Mrs. James H. Martin, wife of a 
well-known 
attorney 
of 
southern 


Illinois, was murdered at her 
home 
here on the afternoon of July 30, 1915, 
by Joe Deberry, a negro whose parole 
from the state reformatory she had 
obtained. 
The crime was committed, accord- 
ing to the negro's story, after Mrs. 
Martin had refused to give him fifty 
cents. Deberry, angry, followed Mrs. 
Martin to her room and beat her to 
death with a poker. 


The crime was discovered about an 
hour after it was committed, and De- 
berry was arrested as a suspect. To 
prevent 
mob violence, the 
sheriff 
took him first- to Marion, 111., then to 
Carmi and then to Harrisburg, 
the 
mob 
following 
in automobiles. 
A 
pretense of taking the prisoner from 
Harrisbrug 
also 
was made, but in 
fact he was kept thee 
until he was 
brought to Murpbysboro for his trial. 
While in the Harrisbur°; jail, De- 
berry confessed. 


On Sunday, August 29, Daberry was 
smuggled out of the Harrisburg 
jail 
under 
the 
protection, 
of 
three 
companies 
of the 
Illinois National 
Guard and taken to Murphysboro for 
trial. 
The guardsmen were on duty 
at the court house the following day 
when the case was called, 
but 
no 
trouble resulted. 
Deberry pleaded guilty, but 
the 
presiding judge would not accept the 
plea 
until 
Deberry 
had 
consulted 
counsel,- and as Deberry 
had no at- 
torney, the court 
designated one to 
represent him. 


Plead Guilty to Murder. 
After 
consultation with 
his 
at- 
torney, Deberry again pleladed guilty 
and was sentenced to be hanged on 
October 10, 1915. 


Less 
than 
three weeks after'the 
murder of his wife, Ja-mes H. Martin 
died. His death was attributed large- 
ly to shock caused by the tragedy. 
A son 
of Mrs. Martin aked "the 
sheriff to allow him 
to 
spring the' 
trap when Deberry was" hanged 
but 
the sheriff denied this request. More 
than a.OOO persons asked permission 
to witness the execution but only a 
to witness the execution.

It. Is an old saying that the best 


governed people are the least gov- 
erned, and yet laws are necessary for 
the protection of life and property. If 
our lawmakers were content, to stop, 
when protection is furnished, there 
would be no cause for complaint, but 
unfortunately a new field of activity 
has been discovered, which has been 
devoted, by the federal and state gov- 
ernments, 
to enacting laws which 


have to do with •-'regulating e~very 
thing in sight and as a result, the na- 
tion has suffered from an epidemic of 
law. 


There was a time, long ago, when 


current history for forty years re- 
corded the experiences of a nation, 
six hundred thousand strong, as it so- 
journed in the wilderness between the 
land of bondage and the land of prom- 
ise. 


These people were rescued from the 


most abject slavery, where violation 
of law.meant, death, to become the 
subjects of Divine care and guidance. 
They were reft to govern themselves, 
to large extent, and if loyal, were to 
inherit for a home, a land flowing with 
mi;-: and honey, but freedom anu 
prosperity was too much for these 
chosen people, and a code of laws was 
found necessary 
to preserve them 


from idolatry and rebellion. 


This short mosaic code, recorded on 


tablets of stone, for the protection of 
the children of Israel, is of Divine ori- 
gin. 
It is so comprehensive that it 
covers crime and morality, and so 
complete that it was long since adopt- 
ed a? the basis of all law. The man 
who observes it is never a criminal, 
and his moral character is nevei 
questioned. 


Not content with this simple crim- 


inal and moral code, the modern law- 
maker takes upon himself the respon- 
sibility of becoming a dictator and 
regulator and as a result, our statute 
books are crowded with all sorts oi 
freak laws, many of them inoperative, 
and many of them burdensome. 


For the past twenty years the Unit- 


ed States has enjoyed an unparalleled 
era of prosperity and under its influ- 
ence, unrest has 
developed, until 


green-eyed envy has so clouded vision 
that an army of people, inspired by 
long-haired reformers, are out with 
clubf for every head in sight. 


It is the easiest thing in the world 


to incite a mob. when the .mob spirit 
is abroad in the land, and so when 
capital; represented by large corpora- 
tions and big business, became the 
target, it was not difficult to crystalize 
public sentiment, and law was used 
as the medium of attack. 


The red hand of anarchy has never 


gained much of a foothold on Ameri- 
can soil,' but its half sigter, socialism, 
has flourished like a green bay tree. 
The only difference in the propagan- 
da, is that anarchy believes in confis- 
cation by force while socialism works 
under legal protection. 


Many of the laws enacted during 


the last decade are conflscatory laws. 
They are so oppressive and destruc- 
tive that they have played havoc with 
our railroads and our industries. They 
encourage a system of espionage and 
interference, such as this free land 
has never known before, and they are 
a disgrace to intelligent people. 


But for the world'* war, which has 


e6 absorbed public attention,-that all 
else was forgotten, there is no telling 


• where we might have landed.

articles of incorporation passed which 
will become effective next year 


There were but eighty odd stock- 
holders present in person, but some 
two hundred 
and

were represented

! proxy. 
There was- no real friction 
| over any of the business at hand, and 
while the scission lasted from eight 
| until long'after midnight, there was 
I so much actual business to be tran- 
sacted that it could not have been 
hurried along much faster. 
The suc- 
cess of the 1915 Janesville fair was 
exploited, the reports of the various 
officers read and. approved of. Presi- 
dent John C. Nichols made some radi- 
cal suKgestions as to the future of the 
association and severely criticised the 
stockholders who criticized the efforts 
of the present board in any manner, 
becretary N'owlan read the secretary's 
report 
and 
Edward 
Amerpohl the 
treasurer's report, both of which were 
accepted and placed on file without 
comment. 


Resolution Passed. 
The most important feature of the 
meeting was the j-esolution passed for 
the amending of the articles of in- 
corporation so that next year when 
directors are elected to the number 
of seven, two will remain in office 
for one year; two 
for 
two years, 
and three for three years. There was 
discussion nnd .even votes taken cm 
increasing the number of directors to 


; nine and even eleven. 
After argu- 
1 ment the 
stockholders 
ruled that 
seven was amply sufficient members 


; for the board and that nine or eleven 
: would be unwieldly and 
ten 
would 


i handicap the work of the organization. 
i It was also held the 
added . number 


! would increase the expenditures. This 
argument was made or. the ground 
that each 
of 
the 
added directors 
would have some power over a depart- 
ment and would 
find needs for in- 
creased expenses. 
The new directors elected and the 
votes cast were as 
follows:

Storm Brewing. 
The election 
of 
officers was held 
over to the last moment and it was 
nearly one o'clock when the 
result 
was. announced by the tellers. Before 
this juncture it was evident that a 
stormy time was pending over the 
selection of 
the 
new 
board. 
The 
..trouble, did not come to the surface 
linitl a late hour, when'John C. Nich- 
ols, 
presiding officer and president of 
the outgoing board, addressed the au- 
dience, attempting 
to 
censure 
the 
policy of certain stockholders in ob- 
taining a swarm of proxies to oust 
members of the board for personal 
reasons. Mr. Nichols labored under 
the impression that too much criticism 
had been cast by men, whom he 
termed "knockers," who came organ- 
ized to oust certain officers. 
At this 
point President Nichols came forward 
with the statement that he was not a 
candidate for office, as business de- 
manded more of bis time, and that 
under no conditions would he allow 
his name to be placed on the nomi- 
nating list. 


Personal Matter. 


It was recommended by 
Nichols 
that the officers for the board be elect- 
d by the stockholders, and-the reason 
given was that 
the 
board has the 
power to eject any officer at its will, 
and it might become a personal mat- 
ter. 
After announcing that he would 
not accept an office, Mr. Nichols said: 
"It is unfair to criticize the board for 
money matters or that they have not 
worked to the common interest of the 
stockholder. 
The board has worked 
hard, given both time and their own 
money to reduce indebtedness of the 
association." A small loss this year, 
it was declared, was due to the weath- 
er conditions and not to any short- 
comings of the board. 
The address was followed by re- 
marks by Charles Wild, who was op- 
posed to larger board of directors and 
called for harmony among the direc- 
tors. Thomas E. Welsh arose and de- 
fended the obtaining of proxies on the 
ground it was-necessary to obtain a 
sufficient number of representatives 
to transact business.

Recommends Secretary. 
Mr. Nichols before the election made 
a recommendation, that the Park asso- 
ciation employ a hired secretary or 
manager, as it was declared the asso- 
ciation should have one man at the 
head to curb the spending of money 
bv having too many individual man- 
agers. Here Nichols read a report on 
the cost of the horse races and de- 
fended the expenditure with the logi- 
cal argument that the races alone in- 
sured the financial success of the fair. 
It was declared that there has been 
some debate on changing the date of 
the fair, but no other acceptable date 
had been advanced.

When nomination for the board of 
directors was in order, John L. Fish- 
er arose and put forward a.motion to

Another 
stockholder arose and said that the 
issues before the meeting were clear 
cut and it should be decided by voting-, 
and his rule went. 
The nominations 
were quick to come and it wag. plain

tain men who received, the ballots as 
the standings demonstrate.. The name 
of Edward Amerpohl. treasurer, was 
nominated, but he withdrew his name.

At the opening of the meeting re- 
ports- were given only in a limited 
form. 
Each stockholder 
had 
been 
furnished with a printed statement of 
the more important finances, and after 
President Nichols spoke on the suc- 
cessful fair held this summer and the 
adverse weather 
conditions . which 
hampered financial results, the mat- 
ter of auditing the books was taken 
up. 
This caused a snag for _the di- 
rectors -and several stockholders in- 
sisted that the laws of the association

Over and over again 
I have r.oted that whenever an im- 
portant shipment of munitions has 
been made to any sector of the Rus- 
sian line, the retreat has promptly 
stopped in that sector, a slow but cer- 
tain advance has begun, and long 
trainloads of prisoners have begun 
to come through from that part of 
the front. 
It is common opinion in 


Russia, .based upon a, great deal of 
experience, that when the Russian 
is anywhere nearly equally equipped 
with the German nov.- doing the fight- 
ir.g on the Russian front, the Russian 
is not only able to stop the German, 
but to push him back. I presume 
that this is on account of the fresh 
troops 
which are 
constantly being 
sent into the Russian lines, while to 
judge from the prisoners the Rus- 
sians have taken, the opposing Ger- 
man troops are neither young 
nor 


very well trained, as a rule. 


"As, then, the opening of the Dar- 
danelles means the supplying of suf- 
ficient arms and munitions :o 
the 
whole Russian army 
without 
the 
long delays now inevitable, it. would 
seem plain that the Germans must 
do everything in their power to pre- 
vent the defeat of the Turks and the 
fall 
of 
Constantinople. 
Certainly 
this is Russian opinion. Moreover, 
it is believed in Russia that the only 
possible way t.o accomplish this end 
is for Germany to re-establish, some- 
how, 
her line 
of 
communications 
with the Dardanelles. 


German Courses. 


"To achieve this the Russians fig- 
ure that the Germans may follow one 
of these courses: 
They can 
drive 
through Serbia to Bulgaria and re- 
victual Turkey. But this must 
be 
done at once or the snows In 
the 
Serbian mountains and the eiquinoc- 
tial rains will render it impossible 
"The second possibility is a Ger- 
man drive down the valley of 
the 
Dniester to Odessa. This is regard- 
ed in Russian as possible, but a very 
desperate expedient, for any German 
attempting it would hav the Rouma- 
nians ehind it—which, in view of the 
present attitude of Rumania toward 
the central empires, would scarcely 
bewise. 


As in both of the first two con- 
tinggencies 
the 
Rumanians 
would 
have to be reckoned with, the Rus- 
sians consider the 
third 
possible 
course for the Germans to be 
the 
most likely one. So long, thev say, 
as Rumania must fght if Serbia' is at- 
tacked at Orsova, and would proba- 
bly fight if Bessarabia were invaded, 
why should not the Germans deal 
with the Rumanians directly, at once 
and try to break through the Black 
sea by the shortest and most practica- 
ble route, namely across 
Rumaina 


from Brasso by way of Predeal to 
Galatz and the mouth of the Danube? 
This is, indeed, what the Russians 
expect their opponents to do, possi- 
bly at the same time driving down 
the Dniester towards Odessa. 


"While not perhaps at 
Imminent 
penl, certainly this plan constitutes a 
very .serious danger for Russia. Cut 
off from supplies either by the con- 
tinued resistance of Constantinople 
or by a German domination of the 
Black sea through a seizure of Galatz 
or Odessa, Russia's position would

AH of the 
five hundred men in training are now 
disciples of preparedness, says O'Con- 
nor in his letter which follows: 


Fort Sheridan, 111., Oct. 13, 1915 


To the Editor, Janesville Daily Ga- 
zette: 


Col. 
Nicholson, commandant of tct 
military training camp, outlined 
u 


very strenuous program for the last 
week of the service. Tuesday marked 
the close of the last day of target 
practice. 
The weather has been ex- 
cellent, and today was the first time 
rain 
interfered 
with 
the 
regular 
courses. Due to the rigid instruction 
by competent officers, rapid progress 
has been made on the rifle range dur- 
ing the past week and the average 
scores are far above those of the ordi- 
nary militia companies. 


We have had nine afternoons of 
special work. 
The 
mornings have 
been devoted 
to regular 
infantry 
work and the rest of the day to the 
various courses. 
The following divi- 
sions were made: 
Advanced infan. 
try, cavalry, 
signal corps, machine 


gun corps, and topographical corps. 
In all the special work the men re- 
ceive instruction from regular officers 
in the different branches. During the 
drill periods the 
recruits take the 
places of the regular soldiers. Those 
men who chose the cavalry and artil- 
lery were very glad, indeed, to hear 
the bugle blow recall for. the end or 
their daily work as there is not much 
pleasure in riding some of the hard- 
backed cavalry horses or trying to 
find a soft spot between the rivets on 
the top of an artillery caisson going 
over three foot bumps. • 


Great excitement 
prevailed last 
night m camp. We had just retired 
for the night when a quick succession 
of shots alarmed us. 
The call "to 
arms" was sounded. It took our com- 
pany exactly 
two minutes to dress 


and assemble. 
The entire regiment 
was turned out and a series of forma- 
tions indulged in. Finally, after driv- 
ing off the enemy, we went back to 
camp. 
A great many men slept in 
their 
clothes 
for fear of another 
arousal.

During the night we will be sur- 
prised in our trenches by the marines. 
This will be a night engagement and 
the marines will land by boats and be 
protected 
by gunboats.

will be in addition to the field coin- 
but which takes place during the day. 
Saturday will be the last big day. 


A combat is scheduled for the morn- 
ing work, which 
includes the regi- 
ment's withdrawal from action. 
In 
the afternoon will be regimental in- 
spection and a great parade and re- 
view. 


The camp will close Sunday morn- 
ing when we will be mustered 
out 
and turn m our equipment. Everyone 
Is regretting that the close is so near. 
The field is so large and it seems as 
if we have only started. It takes four 
to six weeks to train raw troops to 
march along the road without getting
